Arrival of the First Eastern Mails 
and Passengrers- Graphic 
Descriptious- 

The close of the week brings very little 
oncouragenieiit from the Hood liistriot, eavo 
anoh aa ie oontuiued in tho [net that tho 
blockade was yeatorday broken by tho uao 
of ateaniera aa described in yestorday'a 
iasuo. The telef»raph, aa well as tho rail- 
way servioa, is completely demoralized ; 
the extent of the havoc wrought by tho 
inundation is almost inoaloulable ; and— 
worat of all — it ia now all too certain that 
many valuable Uvea have been lost. .Still 
tho waters are risinf;, and, the warm 
weather continuing which briciga with it 
tho mountain torrents fornud by the 
i|uickly melting anowa in tho high laudo, 
there is no immediate prospect of beginning 
the work of rtstoration and repair. Every 
bridge along the old Cariboo road hao beiui 
Bwept away, and the road itaolf ia deatroytd 
for a conaiderablo diBtance. Dridges. trea- 
ties, tunnels and tracking along the CP. II. 
are gone, and though the railway company 
have a foioo of over two thouaand men in 
all on tho scene of danger, working night 
and day, the boat that can bo done is to pre- 
vent further damage where thia la possible. 
Strange soenea are those proaeated to tho 
eyes of this aturdy bind uf workers aa they 
advance — aconca of death, of dcBolation, of 
despair. 

It ia believed that many liqes havo been 
lost, aa already numerous bodies have been 
recovered uocidently as they have floated 
past the workers on the railway. Tnero is 
no oertainty of uninterrapted oommuniua- 
tion being maintained, as frceli breaks are 
hourly reported, tbongh Mr. George L. 
Courtney, tho local manager, reoei,red word 
last evening that the line mua then open, 
and that traioe for all pointi East would be 
dispatohed daily from Vancouver. Seven 
days' mail from Baatem Canadian pointe, 
delayed by the terrible floods, arrived here 
by the Premier last evening, oomprising the 
contents of 113 batgs and thirteen baskets. 
Tho I'remier got in at 7 o'clock ; the letters 
were all sorted in one hour ; and tho entire 
mail had been distributed by midnight. 
The post odico atafT were determined to keep 
tho public waiting no longer than absolutely 
necessary, and to oatabliah a record for 
speed — nor did they diaappoint. Holders 
of boxea are rodueated to call for their mail 
to-day, aa ditlicully la experienced by the 
clerkfi 'n sorting into the borea. With the 
heavy mail aoveral paasengcra arrived who 
had been through the desolated country 
traversed by the C.P.R. From them inter- 
eating details are secured, as presented 
bolow : 

A Victorian's Ex|)«rlrnrc. 

One well-know Victorian among tho be- 
lated (/. P, R. pasaengers, gives an interest- 
ing account of the fearful extent of the 
damage in the flooded district through 
which tho line runs, and the dtfliculiiea 
which the railway people had to contend 
with to got pasaengers over the breaks, 

" We reached Revelatoke OB Saturday 
night, at 1 1 o'clook," be says, "the flrat 
ditlicaliy being a small mud slide at Albert 
canyon. Here we stayed nntil Tuoaday 
when wo managed to get as far as (.Ian 
William, where we bad to remain 
all night. Wednesday we were uent 
as fur as Cruigclliohie. There we found 
trouble again, as tho road was washed away, 
and a great force of men were busily en- 
giiged in trying to put things right. .Super- 
intendent Murpols ia a wonderful man to 
work, and urged on and assiated hia men, 
standing aometimea up to hia waist in water. 
Hy noon, Wednesday, wo reached 
Sicamous, and ufcer an hoiir'a stop- 
page went on to Raniliiopa, where 
we arrived at G the same evening. Thura 
day wo mado Hig litintl where we atrucic 
trouble again, i walked clown tho track to 
get u look at the situation nnd could see the 
lino bridge over the Anderson river with 
water roaring in a voluuio with fourful f irce 
aa high as the ttringera. I heard to-dav 
that on Friday the water roao fully '_'.'! 
inches higher and ewept tho structure avvuy. 

" At Lylton, at tho mouth of tbo Thomp- 
son, tho bridge waa in a dangerous condi- 
tion, and when wo passed men were busy 
tearing up the flooring and putting in atone 
to prevent if possible it being carried away

by tho huge volume of water that rushed 
down with incredible force. 

" Leaving North Hend at noon on Friiiay 
we readied Kalz Landing at fi in the after- 
noon where wo found tho Transfer in wait- 
ing. Tho 172 paeaongers wore fed aboard 
the Btoamer, and then wo remained there 
till morning, some aleoping on the boat 
others being accommodated in the sleeping 
eara of our train. From Katz Ltnding wo 
were taken in the Transfer to Wharnock 
where wo again boarded a train and our 
troubles ended in Vancouver at 10:30 thia 
morning. 

" 1 can't begin to describe tho tremend- 
ous olfecta of the flood. Right back to the 
hills there is only a mass of water to be 
seen with tho topa of the trees raising their 
heads above it. Everything else hua dia- 
appoarod. Sumaa, S^avo river district and 
ISioomen area veritable waste of waters, I 
waa informed that from Chilliwaek clear to 
the American boundary one could navigate 
in a row-boat. 

"I must say that the C. P. R. have behav- 
ed with great kindness to the pasaongera, 
and every effort has been made to get ua 
through to the Coast. An enormous body 
of men are at work striving to mend i he 
line, and the most energetic measures are 
taken to get tho road in working order and 
repair tiie damago," 

llcalli In the Torrent. 

Another of tho flood bound passengere 
who arrived by the Premier last night was 
B. If Moore, of Philadelphia, who made 
tho trip seven duya behind the schedule 
time, Mr. Moore giivc a short but graphic 
aocount of hia trip last night. 

" I have had," said he, " no sleep for two 
days now, and I um afraid that 
any romantic co'oring which my ex- 
periencca may have had at tirtt 
haa faded away. Our firat delay wua at 
Rovelatoke, whore the water in tho Colum- 
bia was almost up to tho bed of tho bridge, 
and tho drift wood was piling up in a very 
ugly manner. Though moat of the local 
people think it will go, tho bridge appears to 
bo a strong one, and my opinion is that if the 
water ooniea no higher the piera will atand 
tho atrain. 

" We atarted on from Revolaloke and 
were two days in making Urifiin lake. From 
this point on tho r.fTeot of the floods began 
to show more and more plainly. All down 
the Kagie valley the water was almost up 
to the track, and at one place we ran fur 
more than a mile with thirty inches of water 
on the rails. 

' ' We stayed at Kamloops two days and 
succeeded in almost creating a famine. 
There were G7 people to feed, and local sup- 
plies are running short. We ran down to a 
bridge near Spuzzum, where we arrived in 
the night, and the train was held until an 
examination could be made in daylight. 
We could not ace the water very plainly, 
but a dull roar like a heavy ocean swell told 
how fiercely it must bo running. Tho con- 
ductor walked ahead sounding the track 
from time to time for several miles, 

" Down at North Bond wo began to get 
more specilic news of tho appalling disaster. 
Miles ond milca of what had been fertile 
tiolds wore now only wastea, over which tho 
black torrents were pouring, tearing away 
dvv'ellinga, cruahing down barns and fences, 
acd hurling great trees about like corks. 

" Hero wo heard of the first of what will 
probibly prove a long list of fataltiea. 
When the Hood was at its highest 
point a raft waa aeon far out 
in the Btream. As it passed 
I bo town a man waa seen to atagger to hia 
feat and call aorosa the water. A glass 
fihowed that two others were with him, but 
both had apparently given up all hope and 
were lying prone on tho logs. It waa madness 
to attempt a reaoue. Tho raft wua 
nearly a half mile away, and the current be- 
tween it and tho high ground where tho 
spejtatora were, was tilled with drift trees 
and other debria which would have almost 
swamped a man-of-war. This fact appeared 
to dawn upon the despairing voyager, and 
with oue last wild toaa of his arms he cast 
himself down beside bis oomrades, and the 
party wbs carried ont of sight in a mighty 
swirl. They have nob been cgain heard 
from, and it is impossible that they could 
have come ont alive. 

" It was also at this point that we hoard 
of the finding of tho body of a Chineae 
miner. Day after day ho had gathered 
from his rooker the shining grains that wero 
bringing him nsarer a auiet old age in tho 
far off VFlowery Kingdom.' When the 
swift runners who make clear tho path of 
Death came upon him, he bound the wooden 
trough to his woist with a knot which days 
of wrenching in the eddies had not 
loosened. 

"Mi'siouOity wofouud almost entirely out 
of eight under tlio muddy waters. I am cer- 
tain that there is not a second floor in all 
th.it neighborhood which ia not under water. 
1 took a canoe and paddled around a bit 
but eoon gave it up. My heart grow sick 
at tho econea of deveatation and I wua glad 
til come in again. It was this feeling which 
kept me from gathering more particulara on 
tile, way clown. 

" The whole country givea one the idea of 
a vast graveyard where tho toil of yeara, 
tho liopea for tho future and all that makes 
life worth living, of an entire people lio 
buried. It waa with a fooling of strong re- 
lief that we proceeded on our way to tho 
coast whore wo arrived yeaterday. Millions 
of dollars will be necessary to repair tho 
damage already done," 

Other I'asHcnecrH' Hlorlea, 

Vanoopvkk, June '2. — (Special)— The 
following additional intormotion has been 
gathered from tho flood-bound passengers 
who orrivod in Vancouver thia morning : 
At Nakusp the water is above the railway 
wharf. At Three Forks five bridges have 
been washed away ; at Bevelstoke the rail- 
way wharf is under water, and the rails 
cannot be loaded on the boats. The farthest 
obstruction west is at Twin Butt, where 
there are a mud-alide and two washouts. At 
Griffin Lake a mountain of earth has fallen 
on the traok from the mud-slides, and in the 
vicinity there are several washouts. 

At Cralgelaohle, the bridge and five hun- 
dred feet of track havo the water washing 
over them six foot deep. At these brealta 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway have 1,0(J() 
men employed, who, when the train left, 
had been working fivo daya and ii'ghta with- 
out sleep and tip to their waists in v/ator. 
Snino .'!()0 worked until they dropped down 
in 1 ho water and had to bo curried to the 
high ground, falling aaleep before they 
wero laid down. .Superintendent Marpole 
wan oue who did not clnf.o hia eyoa for live 
days and nights, and all tho time ho was wa- 
ding in water and suporiulonding the men 

Part of the .Suapension wagon road bridge 
at Spuz/.um h.in b.'on washed away. At 
i'ale the canyon ia terribly grand, the water 
being ohnrned to a milk white in its mad 
rnsh through the narrow pass. All the In- 



dian rancheriea have been swept away. Tho 
water ia '-io ii.utiea above tlie Hood mark of 
I.SS'J. Al Maria iaiund tho river is running 
across tlio track, and all tho farms but one 
or two from there to Chilliv/aok are under 
water. At 8umas every farm, without ex- 
ception, is flooded. Between Warnock and 
Katz landing tho track is in such a cindition 
that it will take several weeks to repair it. 
At Golden the floods on tho Columbia are 
interfering with railway trallio. 

A ninety-nine days' wonder in the ehapo 
of a paper was started by the flood-bound 
piasengers. It was oalled the 

Clan VSlliam Iluatlcr. 
Tho paper had a circulation of 600 and sold 
at '2') cents. In it tbo following appears, 
signed by tho passengers and addressed to 
Superintendent Abbott : 

" We, the undersigned pasaongera on tho 
delayed Pacific Express trains, Koa 1, 2 
and 3, beg to gratefully acknowledge tho 
extreme kindness, care ond forothougiit ex- 
ercised in our behalf during tho l.ao pro- 
tracted delay, not only by the olllcials in 
charge of the dill'erent atitiona along your 
road, but also by tho superiutemlents, con- 
ductors, engineers, and the other ollioiala in 
charge of the traina and road, and also tho 
kindness of your company in placing your 
splendid dining car aorvico at our diapoaal 
free of chari»o." 

Moat heartrending roporta of tho terrible 
aulloring aro beginning to como in, and 
numerous drowning accidenta are known to 
liuvo taken place. Whole familiea wore 
seen by Aat iatAut .Siipe; in tendenl Downie 
and othera, but it was then impnaaible tp 
reach them, and their fate ia unknown. 

On tho railway track in many places, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry and doga are 
huddled together and slowly starving to 
death. Tho number of cattle drowned be- 
fore tho eyes of others of the passengers was 
onormouB. 

Surveyor Cambie, of the C. P. R. , says : 

" Never did I behold such pitiful ucenes 
and B'lch hclplcaa people, Tho ranchers 
seemed dazed by the complete ruin which 
had overtaken them, and allowed their 
cattle to perish before their eyes when they 
could ua easily have taken them to a place 
of safety. The ranchers are homelesa and 
without food, and in many cases the end 
will oome soon if they are not rescued." 

The mighty floods have already 

ICrsun to nivc Un Tliclr Itcnd. 

Floating on tho Fraser at Ruby Creek 
workmen found a email raft, its Dole cargo 
being tho dead bodies of an entire lamily — 
mother, father and three little ones. The 
only supposition is that they had been float- 
ing at tho mercy of the flood for aoveral days, 
until after a aeason of terrible suffering they 
entered upon their eternal ri!Bt. Tho bodies 
wore found aocurely tied together. The 
name of the family ia unknown. There 
wero no papera by which to identify them. 
They were buried in a common grave. 

The (Government ICcllcr ^Vork. 

New Westmin-ster, Juno 2 — (Special) — 
Tho water roae here one inch higher than in 
82 thia morning. At Yale the water is 
twenty five inches above tho 1882 mark. 
Thomas Cunningham returned from up river 
to-day, ho aaya : " Ihinga look bad along 
tho river ; in fact they could not be worse. 
Practically all the damage that can be done, 
haa been done, even if tho water rises 
higher. If the water falla aoon tho timothy 
crop will be sowed, and barley and oats 
may be saved for fodder, of which there is 
likely to be great shortage this year. Tar> 
nips, potatoes and other root crops, it 
planted by Jaly, have a ohanoe of ripening. 
In my optoioa the Government should lose 
no time in sending a steamer above Chilli- 
waek to the relief of the settlora there, and 
every ateanier going up tho river should 
oarry an extra supply of rope to anohor 
houacs in danger of being swept away. Tha 
Government should also get a supply of seed 
grain at once for distribution among settlers 
aa soon as they require it." 

That the Government fully appreciate 
the gravity and rt(|uirementa of the aitua- 
tiou ia shown by the orrlval hero on Wednes- 
day of Hon. Col. Baker, who left im. 
mediately for up river the superintend tha 
relief works. He has arranged for sup- 
pliea to bo sent up for tho suffering settlers, 
and all poaaiblo will be done by the Govern- 
ment to alleviate the distress of the settlors 
and enable them to start life again, when the 
waters subside. 

The Situation at Seattle. 
Seattle, June 2. — While the water in 
the White river has not been as high as in 
the Skagit, it has risen high enough, oom- 
bined with the Cedar, to inundate the whole 
of tho Duwamish and Black river flats. It 
is hoped to havo the Great Northern wash- 
outs near Stanwood repaired by the time 
the north bound and south-bound trains 
reach that portion to-day, and in that ease 
the trains will run through. The Northern 
Pacific overland train arrived here about II 
o'clock last night with the delayed paasen- 
gors not only of that road but of the Great 
Northern train, who were transferred to it 
at Helena. 

Tho trip haa boon one long series of delays 
on account of the floods, and for the Grent 
Northern paaacngera has taken seven days 
inatoad of three, the Northern Pacific people 
having fared better, because they started 
that much later. 

The Flood nt rortlnml. 

PonTLANi), June 2 — Tho flood in the Col- 
umbia continues te incroaao, and tho indica- 
tions are that the worat is yet to como ; the 
Upper Columbia is again rising about one 
foot in twenty-four hours and is more than 
a toot higher than ever before known. The 
damage will be immense. The fertile bot- 
tom lands along the river from the Rooky 
mountains to tne sea, a distanoa of 600 miles, 
are all inundated. Crops are ruined, houses 
washed away and atook drowned. The sal- 
mon canning business has been almost anni- 
hilated. Fishwhoels and canning establish- 
ments along the river for a distance of 2O0 
miles are under water. It is estimated by 
cannerymen that tho Iobb so far will exceed 
$100,000. Telegraph communication to tho 
North and KaHt is cut i ff. For miles and 
milea along tho river tho water has ri^ou 
over the tops nt the tolegrjph polcu. 

Along tho Union I'aciti.; from thia city to 
Umatilla about twenty miles of track are 
under water, Tho railroad haa catablishod 
steanibnat service, which enables it to C:»rry 
tho mails and paaaengera. To-<lay'd mail 
from The DiUea brini^B tho information that 
the Government looks at tho Cabcodos aro 
in danger, The water is within four foot of 
the top of thn breakv/ator, Should a break 
occur the entire works wouhl bo dontroyed, 
unloas tho immoneo grunib) heuda for tho 
gates should bold.

Endeavors to Acquire PoHS(!ssioii of 
Neeltar Island— 'I'lio U. S. at 
Pearl Harbor, 

tbAN Fkancisco, Juno 2. —The United 
Presi correapoautnc at Honolulu, writing 
under d*te of Muv '20 .h, by the steuiner 
Auatralii, which arrived this morning, 
Bays : 

'* AEfaira continue quiet. The oonstitu- 

tional convention will meet in four days. 
Proapccta of eiuly cinboliiUtion of govern- 
ment upon u fixed conur.it utional basis have 
developed a marked iDureaae of public con- 
fidence, such as has not rxistod since the 
provisional governmout wua formed. The 
natives uro poasuesed with the idea that 
President Cleveland iutondB to carry out his 
former proposal to rebtore the ([ueen. 

Oj the arrival of the AuaLralia on the 
'Jdih a large crowd of royalist natives as- 
sembled on tlio whirf to woloomo the ex- 
pected orders for the restoration. Althouuli 
the majority of the natives prefer monarchy 
they are expeoted to acquiesce pasetvfdy iu 
the new order when they find all their rii^hts 
and privilrgea uadiaturbed. There arc no 
indications that the royaliata have uoy 
(cheme of active roaiatanoo to the guvorn- 
tr.ent, or td ita sew oonatitution when pro- 
claimed, and royftliat organa betray a 
despondent tone. 

A force fron-, the fl ighhip Philadelphin is 
C'lruinuini,' bcjriug on Pearl Harbor linr. 
.'.-laiiriil Wi'lii o lius been nogntiating with 
tne owner fur lunda on Font'ii island and 
\\'aipoi peninsula for the uoc of thu intended 
naval station. There are indicntiona that 
he intenda to con mecco active opurationa on 
thfj bur very soon. 

The coasting atoamer Itvalani was dis , 
patched atop ni. yesterday by this (Jovern- | 
ment to take formal possession of and ra'.,ie, 
the Hawaiian llag on Nockar Island, 400 
miles west northwest of Honolulu. H.M.S. 
Chimpiou sailed two hourq lator, it is be- 
lieved on a like errand. She had given out 
that she was going out for target practice, 
but headed westward, which was an unusual 
direction to take for that purpose. Her 
loiauix-iy movement indiimtcd that she dir'^ 
not Buspect the Ihvalani'.i errand. The Iwa- 
lani was under command of the miniatec of 
the Interior, and is already well on liK xvay 
there to hoist the Havraiian flig, unli^as the 
Champion beats him in tho race. 

Theo.ato of the I <vttlani'B dispatch was us 
follows : 

An &0|;tii>h en^lDear named Gardner ar- 
Tived here on the 24^th by the Warrimoo 
from Victoria with th« British viooKio&sal. 
He wishes the government to enrvey and 
examine charts of a ohaia of islands and 
reefs extending 1,200 west northwest of this 
'group. From various remarks made it was 
gathered that Neokar Island whs selected as 
the station for landing tho proposed cable 
.from Sydney to Vancouver, and that Eog 
land would take possession of it for that pur- 
pose. Information waa iiiimediatoly given 
CO the foreign ^cfiice. Stcpa were at once 
taken to anticipate British action and to na- 
eert tho tsovoreignty of Hawaii over Neckar 
Island, the Hawaiian government consider- 
ing it important to thomaolvea and duo to 
their relatlona with the 'United Statea to 
assert posaesaion pronpptly. In view of the 
United States possession of Pearl Harbor, a 
cable station owned by Groat Piritain in tho 
near vicinity might it wat thought prove 
very ohjnctionablo in time of war. 

President Dole of Hawaii, replying to 
Walter G. Smith, who had aont him a 
communication from Secretary Humphrey, 
of the National Republican League of the 
United States, suggesting a delegation of 
ten to apeak for the liawaiian policy of an- 
nexation before tho league convention soon 
to be held at Denver, auya that it would be 
unwise for the provisional government or 
political organizitiona v.'hioh support it to 
becDme identitied with any political party 
in the United States, when all contain 
friends and advocates of the annexation 
policy. 

" Our rfqueat for political union with 
the United .States," said President Dole, 
" is to the whole American people, and it 
is not for ua to enconrsge any tendency that 
may exiat to make a party matter of it." 

CLEVELAND ANttliY. 

The I'resldent UlssatlBllcd With the Manner 
in Which the 'J'lirlll' lias Been 
Bnneled. 

WABHisoToif City, Judo 2. — President 
Cleveland ia said to be angry at the way the 
tariff bill has been bungled in the Sooate and 

tainted from top to bottom with suapiciona 
of j ry and corruption. He ia par- 
tif'ilir V ury ai Senator Gorman for 
h^vii ^ ii i.ij rtc'nt upcech twiHted tho 
Preaideut'a locier'f acceptauoo into an in- 
dorsemant of the li. e of policy followed by 
Gorman and hia allies in making up their 
compromise taritf meaauroa. He has ex- 
preaaed himself freoly to aomo of his con- 
tjdential advisers, but has rofuaed to make 
any statement for the public, but probably 
within the next few days an interview will 
be given out from such a source that it will 
be understood to voice tho President's senti- 
ments. 

The informant said that if it came at s.)! 
it w«uld be straight from the White Ucuae, 
and would be so emphatic (hat there could 
be no mistaking the President's disaatiaf ac- 
tion with the Oornian oompromiae from ita 
very inorption. The first authentic an- 
DonDceni'-ur as to the leading feaiurea of this 
comproaime oame from the Seorotaiy of the 
Treuaury, and contained a defense of tho 
sugar schedule which had then been agreed 
upon, and which waa subsequently announc- 
ed oflibially. As this statement waa given 
out by the Secretary of the Treasury it was 
looked upon as an indoraement of the Gor- 
man conipromiae by the administration. If 
tho President haa now ileierniined to repu- 
diate what hin Secretary of tho Treasury has 
clli jially conunendi d, only nnu of twoaup- 
pouiliona Ik tenable. The lirst in that Mr. 
(^"leveland did not have aoy knowledge cf 
iho intention of Mr. C irlisle to iniuo uuch a 
utateinent, and the second is I lut ho had 
knowlodgo of tliia inteiiii'm but did not 
fully understand tho piu pin t, lor v. hichit 
was to be issued.

Sohllera of Oir Shu Salvailor Government 
Killed by Jti'lu'l Train 
Wreckers. 

San FiM.N'Ct.sco, Juno "_' — Parliculata 
have reached here Ehowiog that the "00 
psraons alleged to have been killed in one 
of the preliminary b.\ttlea near Santa Ana, 
in the revolution now raging in Salvador, 
nrere not slaughtered by bullet, aword or 
shell, but were tho victims of tha most hor- 
rible railroad accident on record. 

On the ,'ird. ult., President Barios Ezota, 
having ro.'oivod a rr(|uest from his brother, 
Antouia I'>.»,tn, at Sinta Ana, for re- 
inforcements, set out by special train 
from 1)10 city of San Salvador, accom- 
panied by l.r.OO troopa, for the 
purpose of relieving tho general. In 
iho meantime Prizi, tho rebel general, 
having heurd of the approach ol these 
troops, dispatched anveriil companies ot 
cavalry to intercept them aud tear up the 
permanent way of tho railw:iy. This they 
did, commencing work at du«k and then re- 
turning to camp. In tho meantime the 
train bearing Jizota's forcta came on at a 
high rate of speed, aud on reaching the spot 
whore tho track was torn up tho onyioo and 
eight cars were completely wrecked. 

Several Cira Ciught fire and the impris- 
oned aoliera wore related to death. Tho 
acene throughout tho night was heartrend- 
ing, and when the doy dawned it was found 
'MO men were dead or missing and 122 
wounded. Kzata and the remnant of bis 
baud were therefore compelled to return to 
San Salvador without aooomplishing their 
objoot.

THE DISSOLUTION. 

The preelamation diesolviDg the Legisla- 
tive Assembly was publiahed in the British 
Coluiniiin Cliizelto of yesterday. Nomina- 
tion day ia to bo tlie 2;'>rd of the present 
montli, and election day, wo presume, in 
most of the conatitueuciea on the 7th of 
July. The writs are returnable on the Slst 
of August. The politicians have therefore 
little more than a month to prepare for the 
election. This ia time enough. Prepara- 
tions for the etrugnle at the polls have been 
<|uiotly yoing on for some time, but the con- 
llict will, wo e.\[)r,ct, continue to grow 
warmer until the day of election. 

It aeems to ua that the people in most 
parts of the Province are not in a hurry to 
become excited over the elections. In this 
city the electors have taken things very 
coolly. There waa a little stir immediately 
after tho prorogation. A few meutinga were 
hold unri candidates were chosen, and then 
the agitation seemed almost wholly to cease. 
Matters ware somewhat livelier in Van- 
couver. The immediate prospect of an elec- 
tion had an e.^citing etlect on some of tho 
citizena, but after a few meetings the excite- 
ment in a groat meabure subsided, and af- 
fairs political and other, in the terminal 
city roBiiinfd their wonted oourae. The 
good people of both New Westminster and 
Nanaiino have been taking things easy. 
They evidently aeo that there is not much 
to get excited about. 

The Oppoaition orators in both town and 
country have failed to convince the people 
that the Province is in danger. It is very 
evident that the majority of the electors be- 
lieve that the Government have done and ore 
doing well, and that they have nothing to 
gain by a change of adminiatration. Wlien 
they look around and aeo wlio they are tliat 
are aspiring to take the places of the men in 
power, it is not surprising that oven those 
who have not been friendly to the present 
Oovernment conclude that it is not worth 
their while to disturb the present state of 
things to gratify tho aspiratiooB of such a 
set of incapablea. In this they show their 
good sense. We do not wish to say any- 
thing unnecessarily harsh about the gentle- 
men of the Opposition who are ambitious of 
legislative honors, but we certainly do sym- 
pathise with those of their own party who 
retuae to take upon themselves i.he respon- 
sibility of placing tho atlairs of the Province 
in the hands of audi men. 

Of course, theOppoaition orators and writ- 
ers have a good deal to say against tho pres- 
ent Government. They consider it their 
business to rake and scrape up everything 
whether it is true or false that nan be aaid 
against them. But when it ia all cuolly and 
calmly considered what does it amount to? 
The Government have been aooused of 
spending money lavishly, but the bitterest 
the most industrious and, we may add, the 
most unscrupulous of their enemies has not 
been able to ahow ihat any of ita members 
has ap.mt a sir.glc dollar of the public money 
corruptly. The attempt was made in tho 
Nakua() and Slooan case but when an oppor- 
tunity was given their aoousars to prove 
their charges before a tribunal composed of 
able and impartial men of high oharaotor, 
they did not even attempt to do so. The 
verdict of this tribunal was, that not only 
was there no ovideace of corruption but that 
the arrangement whluh the Opposition 
ooudomned as extravagant and corrupt was 
in every way better for tbe Province than 
the one for which it was substituted. 

There is also random tolk, not of a cor- 
rupt, but an ill adviaed, expenditure of pub- 
lic money. Tho most of this, too, if ib wore 
o.-caminod impartially by competent persons 
would, wo are convinced, be found to be 
false and foolish — the malioious representa- 
tions of disappointed jobbers or unscrupu- 
loos opponents. 

It has boon tho policy of tho Government 
to spend liberally, and this policy has been 
approved by tho people, and Wo believe 
they desire it to be oontinuod. They do not 
wish to see in power small-minded men, 
whose oheose-paring economies and narrow- 
minded penuriousness are far worse for the 
country than even prodigal expenditure on 
useful works. 

Tho present Government has, however, 
been liberal bub not extravagant. Tho 
credit of the Province is better now than 
ever it wasi and we have no doubt it will, 



under tho present administration, maintain 
its present high position. We doubt very 
much if tho affairs of any province of the 
Dominion have been better and more 
judiciously admiuiateted during the last four 
years than those of British Columbia. The 
Opposition has found fault, but that is ita 
business. Its oritioiams, or rather its carp- 
ings, have been, it will bo remembered, 
principally about little things cf very small 
importance, and even in these it, as our 
readers have no doabb observed, has been 
much oftoner wrong than right. We are 
quite satisfied that tho people when they re- 
view the acts of the Government during the 
Ust four years will come to the conclusion 
that they have done well and will give tbem 
such a majority at the coming election as 
will enable them to carry out the policy of 
progress and improvement which they have 
no well and so hopefully begun. 

THE VOTERS CONSIDERED. 

Wo see by tho last isauo of tho olliciul 
Ca/.ette that all persons qualified to vote at 
the date of the writs of election, June 2, 
and have oompliod with the provisions of 
Section K) of the Lrgislative Electorates 
and ElectioDBAot, 1894, sbonld be registered 
as voters and entitled to vote at the gen 
eral election, can diaponso with tho necos 
sity for posting their names for two nioDlhs 
previous to entering the same on the 
Register of voters. The two months pro- 
vision is done away with in their case. 
This gives all the voters who have sent in 
their names to tho Collootors previous to 
Juno 'J the privilege of voting. It appears 
that there ia ([uito a number of persona duly 
(jiialiticd to vote, but who have been late 
in sending in their names to the Colleotors. 
These, but for this action of the Executive, 
would have been disfranchised. The Lieu- 
tenant Governor by and with tho advice 
of hia lOxecutive Council haa ordered 
" the Collector of Voters to transfer and 
enter upon his Register of Voters the names 
of all persons who on or prior to the 2nd of 
June shall have sent in their claims to vote 
and shall have complied with the require- 
ments of Section l."i of tho Legislative 
Kleotoritea and Klectioua Act, LS'Jl, not- 
withstanding that such names may not have 
been posted for twO months as required by 
subsection (U) of Section 6 of the Provincial 
Voters' Act." 

We trust that all such persons will note 
what tho Government has done to preserve 
to them the privilege of voting at the com- 
ing election. Ita action has provouled their 
being dlsfraschlied by what they may con- 
sider a mere technicality. We are glad 
that the Government has not taken advan- 
tage of their forgetfulness or their neglect to 
deprive them of their votes. It evidently 
intends to give every mun who really haa a 
vote an opportunity to exorcise tho privi- 
lege of the franohise at the coming election. 
This snows that the Government are not 
afraid of tho people.

THE FLOODS. 

Although seven days' Eaatern mails were 
brought over from the Mainland last night, 
having been carried over the inundated 
country after long delays and at the cost of 
an immense amount of labor, it ia not yet cer- 
tain that the difficulty is over. Tho railway 
authorities, however, annonnoo tho 
resumption of their ordinary service, 
which we sincerely hope it will bo 
possible to maintain, inasmuoh as its con- 
tinuance means a very groat deal to those 
who have been so grievously visited. The 
statements of paesongora and others who 
have come through tho Hooded district are 
heartrending in some of their details. 
Whole families appear to have been swept 
oat of existence, and settlers completely 
overwhelmed by the dire calamity which 
came upon them, were rendered unable to 
help themselves or to save their cattle and 
belongings. 

The ttailway authorities have unquestion- 
ably had their hands full, and have, it 
would appear, worked wonders in restoring 
the condition of matters to the extent which 
has now been attained. Breaka have oc- 
curred at intervale all along their line in the 
section susceptible of inundation, tho work 
of reparation having been of immense pro- 
portions. This will be seen from the Col- 
onist's graphic narratives, which have 
further shown how dire is the distress it Is 
tho duty of tho people to aparo no en- 
deiivora to relievo. So far aa can 
be gathered, tho Uiod haa not seriously 
alFocted any pointa below Westminster., 
having been mainly restricted to the lands 
comprised in the fertile valley of the Chilli- 
wack, Sumas and MatFCjui prairies. It is to 
be hoped that tlio worst is over, though no- 
thing ninat be wanting by way 
of preparation tor any emergency while 
above all, the want» of the snff^riog most 
have the first attention, and to this end wo 
are pleased to know that numbers of in- 
dividual citizens have already followed the 
initiative so worthily set by the Provincial 
(iovornment.

NARROW-MINDED AND COLD- 
HEARTED. 

Tho organ of the Oppoaition in thia city 
haa very little aympatliy for the unfortunate 
men and women who aro bemoaning their 
ruined fbrma devastated by tho undia- 
criminating Qoods. Comineutiog upon our 
suggestion that the work of rebuilding the 
dykes in the valley of the Fraser should be 
undertaken by CJovcrunieut, it aays : 

" Now certain ' diaintereated ' people are 
urging that (iovernmcnt should take into 
its own hands the dyking of tho Fraser, and 
the electors are invited to send down repre- 
sentatives who will be ready to approve the 
programme. How much money are the 
eleolora willing to see squandered to pro- 
vide for a Davie carnival 

Nothing could be more cynical and cold- 
hearted than this. The carnival that would 
follow the dyking of the Fraser would be a 
farmers' oaroival and no one else's. The 
security which good dykes, constructed on 
scientific principles, would cause the hearts 
of tho settler and would give ihouo who aro 
near and dear to him to rejoice with a joy 
deeper and more satisfactory than is felt by 
tho participants in any carnival. 

The prospect before the settler in the 
Fraser valley ia, if Government does not 
come to his aid, very dark indeed. He will 
have to begin the world again under, it muy 
bo, unpropitioua ciroumstanoeB, on land 
more ditlioult to clear, harder to work and 
greatly less fertile than that which is now 
flooded and, as far as he is concerned, Irro- 
olaimable. If the men of whom the Times 
approves got into power nothing will bo done 
to make tho desolated tracts cultivutablo 
until tho tlooda of I Sil l are forgotten, and 
perhaps not then. The very beat land in 
the Province will be allowed to lie idle be- 
cause Its Government ia not Intelligent 
enough or enterprising enough to protect it 
from tho enoroachnienta of tho river, when 
it cfiuld be made to blosaom as tho rose 
without adding a single dollar to tho bur- 
dons of tho taxpayers.

Writs Issued For a New Electiou- 
Nominations to Be Held 
Jane 2». 



Important OrderlnCouneil Respect 
infir the Eegristratlon of Pro- 
vincial Voters. 



An extra of tho British Columbia Gozotte, 
i-iauod yeaterday, containa the Royal Pro- 
clamation diaaolviog tbo Legislative Asaoin* 
bly of tbe Province, which stood prorogued 
until summoned for the dispatch of busi- 
ness, and also the proclamation providing 
for the new election. The order for tho 
Issuing of the writs bears date of yesterday, 
and tho writs are returnable on or before 
the :UBt day of August next. Nominatioa 
day is Saturday, the 2l5rd instant, and tho 
elections will probably ho held in mostcon- 
■tituoDoies on the 7th of J uly. 

Tho following minute of o meeting of tho 
Uxocutive Council is also published in the 
Gazette Extra : 

" Whereas by seotion 13 of tho 'Legis- 
lative Electorates and Elections Act, 1894,' 
it is provided that no applicant for regis- 
tration as a Provincial voter shall be listed 
or registered as such voter unless and until 
he shall have made satisfactory answer to 
the interrogatories mentioned in tho preced- 
ing seotion of the said act, but no expreaa 
provision baa been made lor fixing tho time 
after muking answer to the inturrogatoriea 
when tho ap[>licant for registration shall be 
entitled to be regiatored as a voter, neither 
liaa exurcBa proviaion licen made for the 
making uiul ili8i)i)a,il of objections to appli- 
canto tiuing regi,nor«d as votera after making 
answer to tho interrogatories ; 

"And whereas a writ of election, bearing 
date tbo liiid day of .1 une, 1 S'.l 1 , baa been 
iasued for u general election, anil it ia deair- 
able to make provision under which all per- 
aona (|ualilie(l to be voters and who have 
aunt in their claims lo vote at the date of 
the issue of such writ, and have oonipliod 
with tho proviaiona of section I. '5 of tho aaid 
' Logialative Elcctoratea and IClectioiis Act, 
Itiyi,' should bo rtgiatered aa voters and en- 
titled to vote at tho aaid general election, 
and for thia purpose to dispense with tho 
necessity for poatiug tbo names for two 
months previous to entering tho same on the 
register of votera aa reijuired by section U of 
tho Provincial Voters' Act : 

" Therefore His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor has ordered, by and with tho ad- 
vice of the Executive Council, and it is here- 
by ordered as follows : 

" 1. It shall be the duty of each collector 
of voters to transfer to and enter upon his 
rrgiater cf voters the names of all persons 
who on or prior to June 2, A.D. 189-1, shall 
have Kent in their claims to vote, and shall 
have complied with the requirements of sec- 
tion l.'i of the ' Leeislative Elcctoratea and 
lOlections Act, 1894,' notwithatauding that 
auoh names may not have been posted for 
two months, as required by sub-section ((i) 
of section 6 of the Provincial Voters Act. 

"2 Each collector shall forthwith post 
up in his ollice a list of all names so trans- 
ferred to the register of voters, and a copy 
thereof shall be placed in some conspicuous 
place on the outside of the door of such 
oflico. 

" Any voter may by written notice to 
the collector, to Im given not leas than 
eighteen days before tho election, object 
(stating the ground of auch objuctiou) to tho 
retention of any name or names entered 
under authorityof t his ordt r upon the regis- 
ter, and it Bhall bo the duty of such collec- 
tor forthwitti to cauae written notice of 6uch 
objection to bo mailed to the person whoso 
vote la objected to, and that he will hear 
and decide auoli objection on a day to be 
named by tho collector in such notice. 

" 4. Tho collector shall hold a court on 
the tenth day before the election (not being 
Sunday, and if Sunday then on the ninth 
day) for tho purpose of hearing and deciding 
all objections, notice of which have been givou 
as aforesaid, to the retention of names on 
the register under authority of this order, 
and at such court shall retain the name 
upon tbe register of voters or erase it there- 
from according to law. Compliance with 
seotion \3 of the * Legislative Eleotoratca 
and Elections Act, 1894,' shall be prima 
f .do evidence entitling tbe voter to have hia 
name retained on tho register. 

" An appeal shall lie from tho dcciaion of 
tho colleeior in munnor t)rovidod by aeolion 
III of tho ' Legislative Electorates and Elec- 
tions Act, lf-!)l ' "

COULD KOT AGREE. 

The Jury ThouBht Ueld Should go Free hut 
Stuck iit Wliltmil. 

Tho hearing of evidence in tho WhittuU 
and Keid oaao occupied tho morning aecsion 
of tho Aasiza court yesterday. Air. Geo. E. 
Powell for tho dofenan, made a most able 
elTort for hia ollonta. Hia address lasted for 
nearly two hours, rukiug in the entire his- 
tory of tho case. Tho youth Whittall was 
dwelt on to a considorttble degree: hia re- 
motenoaa from homo and the reatruiuing in- 
fluences of homo Irf ; the fact that ho had 
evidently fallen into ihe hanria of those who 
were only too willing to uaaiat him in hia 
downward career. At the time when the 
alleged offarci wua committed, thoro oould 
ho no doubt but that tho prisoner was too 
fur gone in l'<|Uor to have any clour idea of 
the criminal import of the act which ho hud 
committed. As to the part played by the 
man Reid thoro could bo no doubt but that 
ho hud only intended to niuke himaelf re- 
pponaihle for the safe delivery of the oheok 
which Whittall hud in his drunken atupor 
promised to make out for Mr. Jumieaon. 

The jury retired and the ouri adjourned. 
After a time they came in and aakea to have 
tho judge accept a verdict in the case of 
Reid only, aa they could not agree aa to 
Whittall. They had arrived at a verdict of 
" not guilty " for Reid, but were positively 
unable to come to any oonoluaion us to tho 
guilt of the other prisoner. Tho judge sent 
them out to try the matter again, and tho 
court adjourned until 4 o'clock. 

At this hour the jury again announced 
that they could not decide. Would the 
judge kindly read over the evidence again ? 
This waa done, and they retired for a fur- 
ther conaideration of the difBoult problem, 
In tho evening, however, they positively 
stated that they oould not agree, and were 
disobarged. 

The case will come on again on Tuesday 
with the other case, that of Smith, on which 
the jury also failed to ugrce.

Sl'OKANE, .lunfl 2 — Two weeks ago there 
were ten strong, handaoino biidges acroaa 
tho iSpokano river within tho city limits. 
To-day there are only two lhat teams may 
croea. I'hoae who thought Iho worst of tho 
floods woro over wero Badly mistaken. To- 
day tho now Diviaion atreet bridge was 
liidly damaged by a wrecked bridge which 
came down the river at a terrific pace, and 
it ia expected to go out. The bridge coat 
^IT.'i.UOO. It hos been badly damaged and 
a Union Pacific engine was hired last night 
to haul away the wreckage which piled up 
and threatened to take it out. It may go 
at any time, Tha river has fallen about 
two inchea laat night, but it is still nearly 
fourteen fctt ubovo low water mark, and 
the reports from tho mountains ahow that 
tho snow in some stclions ia from ten to 
twenty feet deep, with "till warmer weather, 
and this indicates etill more damage from 
Hoods here. Tho St. Joo and St. Mary's 
river and C<ear d'Alene lake began rising 
again to-day. The farmers along these riv- 
ers uro ruined, many of them losing their 
houses and burns with all their contents 
and their stock. Hundreds of families aro 
camping on the hills, and many are trying 
to got to some settlement for fear of starva- 
tion. 

Hnrh Logs About Boulder. 

Pot'LDEB, Col., June 2 — All the bridges 
for miles around have been carried ofT by 
the fearful flood that swopt out the canyon 
above here laat night. The loss of property 
will excood half a million, The littlo log- 
built towns of Criaman^ Sunset, Copper 
Rock and Salina are uninhabited to-night. 
Tho buildingfl aro generally buried in debris. 
Other campa are badly damaged. Tho 
entire aoulhern portion of this town ia cut 
oil' from the real of bho city. Moagro re- 
ports from all tho mining campa above indi- 
cate that tho deatruction ia thorough. 
Sugar Loof onmp ia awept away. Tho Prua- 
aittn and Corning milla aro fioodod and 
bridges and six dwollinga were washed 
away. Tho Springdalo hotel is goue and tho 
town ia in ruina. ilamestowu Buffered 
aovoroly. At Salina tho Corning tunnel ..nd 
tho boarding bouso was destroyed. Tho 
Sunset branch of tho Union i'ucific operat- 
ing from Houldor to tho mince up tbo can- 
yon, M miles long, is reported entirely 
gone. The company bus not got evau a 
right of way loft, as the narrow ledges of 
land on which the tracks wero built are 
gone.

A private letter from Quesnelle Mouth 
suys : 

The Fraaer river ban been rising at tho 
rate of an inch per hour during I he last week. 
Much anxiety is felt, as the damage to land 
and buildings is likely to be oonaidorable, 
and only tho high embankment here keeps 
ua from being flooded. Tho lower road 
leading to thu bridge ia now ft lake, and 
boating can bo indulged in ad. lib. Mr, 
Roid's flour and aaw-milla are shut down. 
Old residents think it will exceed tho great 
rise of 1882. Tho cause Is tho sudden and 
great heat, alao tho immonao quantity of 
anow which haa fallen this winter. If the 
heat moderates tho river may fall, but il ia 
still rising, and the thermometer registers 
from 88 to 80 in the sbado.
